Unrest within Labour's ranks over 
the leap in food costs was eased, at 
least temporarily, by a Government- 
Histadrut agreement eariler yester- 
day to seek ἃ compromise on com- 


An indication of the direction 
the compromise will take was 
given yesterday by Mr. Rabino- 
witz in his reply to the debate 
on the economic programme. He 
sald “full compensation” will be 
given low income groups, large 
families, needy elderly and wel- 
fare recipients at a rate to be 
decided upon together with the 
Histadrut. 

As to the cost-of-living in- 
crease, it was to the wage-earn- 
ers’ own benefit to waive “part” 
of it, he said. 

At issue principally ts the roughly 
20 per cent rise in the cost-of- 
living flowing from this week's 
devaluation and slash in food sub- 
sidies, The Government does not 
want to pay this on top of the 
estimated 80 per cent It will owe 
for increased pre-devaluation costs. 
C-o-I increases are calculated twice 
@ year, in January and in July. 

Under one proposal under con- 
sideration, the 20 per cent would 
not be paid in cash but in securi- 
ties. Under another, the full 50 
per cent or so increase would be 
paid to persons earning fairly low 
monthly gross salaries — IL1,000 
or 12.1,500 a month. 

Friction with the Histadrut was 
eased after Mesars. Rabin and 
Rabinowitz emphasized the Govern- 
ment's wish to prevent unemploy- 
ment and to seek a compromixe 


with the Labour Federation on the 
c-o-l increase, 

On the basis of this tentative 
understanding, two Labour mem-~ 
bers who had earller threatened to 
abstain, Jacques Amir and Haviv 
Shimoni, voted with the Govern. 
ment yesterday. 

The Knesset voted down a joint 
Likud — Citizens Rights Movement 
motion. a motion by Moked and a 
non-confidence motion by Avraham 
Levenbraun (Communists). 

In deference to substantial senti- 
Ment within the Liberal faction 
for abstaining on the Government 
statement — tantamount to support 
for the new economic measures — 
Mr. Rimalt was allowed by the 
Likud caucus to abstain. However, 
this privilege was denied two 
other Likud Mis — Shmuel Tamir

Rabin urges change in 
Israeli work habits

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said last night Israel's economic 
crisig rivals its political and secu- 
rity problems. “There is much to 
correct in ‘our work habits, espe- 
cially in the service sector but also 
in production. We must improve our 
ability to compete and create grea- 
ter consciousness of the need to 
increase productivity.” 

The Premier, in shirtsleeves and 
looking tired after a tense day with 
Histadrut officials and in the Knes- 
set, was the fourth an- 
nual meeting of the Israel Zionist 
Council at Binyenei Ha’ooma in Je- 
Tusalem. 

He warned that recognition of 
the PLO as the representative of the 
Palestinians will not moderate its 
aim — to destroy the sovereign 
Jewish State of Israel. 

“If there is not a step-by-step 
rogress towards peace, we may 
find outselves at war,” said Mr. 
Rabin. “We must be ready, but I 
don’t want to be a prophet. No one 
knows what the next day will bring 
in the Middle East.” 

Education Minister Aharon Yad- 
fin, newly-named president of the 
voluntary Zionist educational or- 

tion, said that “Israeli youth 
must be taught the classical Zionist 


values — to value Zionism 55 4 
national liberation movement based 
on the unity of the Jewish people.”

outing leaves Safad 

SAFAD. — Rabbi Yosef Amar, one 
of the three teachers who abandoned 
their charges during the terrorist 
attack at Ma‘alot earlier this year, 
has left Safad after complaining that 
he was being "victimized" by parents 
of the dead children. 

Twenty of the $6 children on the 
school outing were killed in the at- 
tack last May. while Rabbi Amar 
and two other teachers managed to 
escape from the school building where 
their charges were heid hostage, The 
other two teachers did not return 
to their posts in the town following 
the attack. 

The chairman of the bereaved 
parents’ committee in the town 
denied Rabbi Amar’s claims that he 
and his family were being victimized.

20%, says Bar-Lev

“Most 
Western countries which were vic- 
torious in wars im the past had 
their living standard reduced by 
haif,” he said. 

Bar-Lev carefully avoided saying 
anything critical of the Histadrut 
leaders, whose insistence on full cost- 
of-living compensation has been put- 
ting 8 great deal of pressure on 
the Government’s economic prog- 
ramme. 

The Histadrut heads, he said when 
pressed for a reaction to their de- 
mands, find themselves in a con- 
flict: they understand the need for 
the programme, yet must fight for 
the workers whom they represent. 
The Cabinet, he added, has not 
decided {{ would stand pat on its 
programme without concessions, but 
he felt it should. 

The reactions of the workers 
themselves, he said, have been some-

the consequences — or perhaps even 
the purpose of, and the need for 
the steps.

MKs to tackle 
travel tax

One hundred thousand Israelis 
received total or partial exemption 
from travel tax on trips overseas 
in the 1978/74 fiscal year, Treasury 
officials told the Knesset Finance 
Committee yesterday. (The total 
number of Israelis who went abroad 
in that period was about 240,000). 

Committee members said later 
they were shocked to hear the full

El Al director Mordechai Ben-

said the privilege, while not writ- 
ten into the labour’ contract, was 
a time-honoured tradition. 

Committee member Adi Amorai 
(Alignment) said the exemption 
enjoyed last year by some 2,700 
youth and young adults, on study 
exchange trips to Germany, was 
anchored in agreements with the 
Bonn Government. If the exemp- 
tion were tampered with, he would 
resign from his post as coordinator 
of the scheme, be threatened. 

The NRF’s Yehuda Ben-Meir said 
that tf a dialogue were possible 
with the trade unlons about the 
cost-of-living increment, which was 
written black on white in the la- 
bour contract, a dialogue should 
also be possible with the El ΑἹ 
employees about reducing their tax 
exemption privilege. He said stu- 
dents and university professors were 
also enjoying exaggerated benefits 
in overseas travel. 

With the general consensus in 
the Committee that cuts in the 
privileges were essential, a small 
sub-committee was appointed to 
sift the entire list and present re- 
‘commendations within one week.

Fridges still 
selling well

TEL AVIV, — Business in electrical 
appliance stores was brisk yester- 
day for the third successive day since 
Publication of the Government's new 
economic restrictions. But super- 
market sales volume fell so far from 
Sunday’s mad rush, that some man 
agers reported business slower than 
usual. 

Shoppers for electrical appliances 
found they were still at the old prices 
in many stores. But there were πὸ 
reductions. 

Demand was reported particularly 
high for larger, costlier appliances 
such as refrigerators and washing 
machines. 

At the supermarkets, not all the 
provisions snapped off the shelves 
in the last few days have reappeared. 
Rice and flour were back, but oil was 
Scarce. 

The few small groceries which 
closed after the publication of the 
new measures had reopened by yes- 
terday. The retailers apparently no 
longer feared being mobbed and 
many had a better idea of how much 
to charge. However, a great dea! of 
uncertainty about the new prices re- 
mained. Many small corner grocers 
complained they had received official 
price lists for few products other 
than dairy products. Most had to ad 
lib from incomplete lists in the 
newspapers. They were afraid to sell 
at old prices, because their profit 
margin is small, but arbitrary price 
rises elicited complaints from custom- 
ers.

BEIT DAGON. — Brief showers 
fell in the North and the cen- 
tral hiH districts yesterday, dis- 
appointing farmers and ‘hydro. 
Yogists who bad heen hoping 
that the shaliow barometric tow, 
which had been heading here 
from the west for the past few 
days, would bring some real 

winter rain. 

“It's gone,” the weatherman 
said, as the squalls passed early 
im the afternoon. Whatever rain 
was carried by the low pressure 
system was concentrating over 
Turkey. Although there was 
some hope that a new low might 
form over the Cyprus area, the 
‘Official forecast for the next 24 
fours ia “sunny to part cloudy.” 
Coastline temperatures should 
be in the low ‘twenties at noon. 

There is ea complementary 
theory that early snowfalls in 
Europe are often followed by 
mild winters there and cold and 
wet winters here. 

Meteorologists do not share 
the farmers’ anxieties. “It's still 
only November,” they told The 
Jerusalem Post here, repeating 
the theorem that e dry autumn 
is often a ‘harbinger of a severe, 
wet and cold winter. 

Jewish tradition hag it that, 
unless rain falls by the begin- 
Ring of Kislev (New Moon is 
this Friday), crop failures are 
likely. Earlier thia month the 
heaviest snow since 1935 fell in 
the Swiss, French and Bavarian 
Aips, as well as Austria and 
Italy. In short: there are all the 
signs of a severe winter heading 
our way.

Capucci’s ‘reasonable explanation’

In the last of his factual argu- 
ments, Ramallah lawyer Aziz She- 
hadeh attempted to persuade the 
court that there was at least a 
reasonable possibility that the police 
had planted arms and explosives in

time he was brought to witness the 
dismantling of the car. 

From the questions levelled at 
Mr. Shehadeh by all three judges, 
it waS apparent they thought it 
highiy improbable that the police 
could have planted the arms in the 
short space of an hour — assuming 
it were possible that they would 
even contemplate such a thing — 


wlien it took experts several hours’ 
to. &xtract them from the various 
hiding places in- the body of the, 
car. 


Furthermore, they found it difi- 
cult to reconcile Mr. Shehadeh's 
theory with the fact Capucci him- 
self head stated that he expected 
someone from the Fatah to pick up 
his car in Jerusalem and remove 
the arms.

White House press secretary Ron 
Nessen, ending weeks of semantic 
debate, said a preview of Novem- 
ber’s economic statistics showed 
continued erosion in the economy. 

“We are not now in a recession, 
but new figures will probably in- 
dicate we are moving into a reces- 
sion," Nessen said. 

He said the White House acknow- 
ledgement does not necessarily mean 


. there will be changes in President 


Ford’s economic programme. But he 
left open the possibility that the 
President may accept an alternative 
to his proposed five per cent ‘ncome 
tax surtax on middie- and high- 
income individuals and on corpora- 
tions.

“I knew that those 
who hit me actually wanted to help, 
and this gave me atrength to endure.”

Reuven Rubin—the 
practical dreamer

WE WALKED AWAY from the 
Old Cemetery in Tel Aviv’s Rehov 
x where the painter Ru-~ 
bin was laid to reat on October 14, 
‘his grave thickly covered with floral 
tributes. To these his wife and child- 
ren had added branches of the olive 
trees he so much loved and which 
were so often the subject of his 
tings. My companion and I mur-- 
Lame simultaneously, “Tel Aviv 
will never be the same again now 
that Rubin has gone." 


‘There must have been ‘many at . 


the graveside gathering who echoed 
that sentiment. Rubin had been for 
so long a conspicuous figure on 
the Tel Aviv scene, bis home ‘had 
been the centre of so much love, 
laughter atid good talk that in addl- 
tion to a sense of deep personal loss 
one could not but feel that an in- 
tegral part of the city had disay 
peared, But while bad man is Ἂς 
longer with us, as long 85 hig works 
remain to speak ‘for him, his voice 
will still be heard. 

For many people, Rubin's passing 
will revive and intensify oid me- 
morfes. It is not much the public 
figure that comes to mind—the in- 
ternationally known painter, the first 
Israeli minister plenipotentiary to 
Rumania (the country of his birth), 
the recipient of many ‘honours in- 
eluding both the Israel and Tel Aviv 
prizes for artistic achlevementse— 
‘put rather the unusual “private” 
personality, full of contradictions, 
who had won the affection and ad- 
miration of a host of friends. 


One veteran Tel Avivian art col- 
lector who knew Rubin from the 
time of his settlement in the country 
in 1922 speaks with nostalgia of 
those early days. “It was amazing,” 
says Itzhak Katz, “how quickly the 
newly arrived Rubin became the 
centre of a group that Included the 
painters Ziona Tagger, Nahum Gut- 
man and Paldi, the writer Avigdor 
‘Bameiri and the poet Uri Zvi 
Greenberg. There was so much pent- 
up energy emanating from iim, 
such an excitement over his new 
homeland and such a tendency to 
‘think large’ that he soon became 
important in any enterprise with 


IT’S A FRAUDULENT AGE we 
live in, characterized by naught 
bankers, avaricious insurance com- 
panies, decamping building contrac- 
tors and happy-go-lucky public of- 
ficlals flinging the state’s revenues 
‘about with careless abandon. Hold- 
ing, as ‘twere, the mirror up to 
nature, even the movies wre getting: 
into the act. 

Recently I went’ to see “The 
Sting” and was treated to a blow-by- 
blow account of an elaborate con- 
fidence trick, the Big Con, which 
amounted to a do-it-yourself swindle 
manual. The next big box-office 
success to come along was “Paper 
Moon” which featyres an_ eleven- 
year old girl, Tatum O'Neal, in the 
role of an anzgel-faced con artist 
whose speciality is cheating widows 
and small-town shopkeepers. The 
Law describes these light-hearted 
pranks as “by deception, dishonestly 
obtaining pecuniary advantage’ and 
tries to discourage them by dishing 
out stiff prison sentences. 


Gallibility 

Boaxers and swindlers abound, 
their work aided and abetted by 
the cupidity and gullibility of their 
victims, and if you're not too at- 
tached to the idea of the perfecti- 
bility of mankind you can at least 
derive some amusement from their 
antics. 

Even the groves of Academe con- 
ceal swindlers. This year we had 
the lamentable example of the chap 
at the Sloan-Kettering Institute 
who painted mice to achieved a de- 
sired result and he was followed by 
the director of J.B. Rhine's Institute 
for Parapsychology who faked the 
results of experiments in an at- 
tempt to prove that rats were cap- 
able of extra-sensory perception. 

There are plenty of precedents 
for this sort of academic fraud. The 
Kensington stone, “dug up” in Min- 
nesota in 1898, had an inscription 
“proving” that Norsemen visited 
America in 1862. It took 56 years 
to reject the theory, even though 
it was known that the finders 
brother-in-law used to make rune 
stones for amusement. 

The remains of the “500,000 year 
old" Piltdown Man fooled the Brit- 
ish Museum for 40 years, although 
they were crudely faked from a 
fairly modern skull and a chim- 

jaw. The hoax is unfairly 
ascribed to the finder, Charles Daw- 
gon, but Ronald Millar, in a recent 
book has fairly convincingly put 
the blame on the distinguished 
anatomist Grafton Eliot Smith who 
had the reputation of being a bit 
of a wag. Millar also tells of a 
German archaéologist who “detect- 
ed" traces of Mithraic worship in 
the Roman army }with the help of 
a bronze bull's head — later re- 
vealed to be part of a British can- 
opener. 5
